The polls will be open at said place and date 
from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 o’clock in 
the afternoon for the reception of your ballots upon the 
election of town. officers under the Australian Ballot 
Laws; furthermore, you are hereby warned that on said 
date and place, at 11:00 o’clock in the forenoon, the 
matters of appropriations and such other business prop- 
erly coming before said meeting will be taken up for 
your consideration and action. 


* 1. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, 
two auditors, and one road agent. 


* 2. To choose by ballot the following town officers for 
the ensuing three years: one selectman, one library 
trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 


3. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen to 
appoint all other town officers as required by law. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town officers and for the support of the 
town poor. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the police department. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and bridges 
and for town maintenance. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 


raise for sewer maintenance. 
8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the public library. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the employment of a district nurse. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$249.89 for town road aid, thereby obtaining from the 
state the sum of $999.55 to be expended on Class V 
roads. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for miscellaneous expenses.

Sirs: Below is a report as to the condition of health 
and the number of communicable diseases that have 
occurred in our community during the Year of 1945. 

Diseases and number:— Mumps—37, Scarlet Fever

6, Gonorrhea—1l1, Undulant Fever—2, Septic Sore 
Throat—36, Lobar Pneumonia—10, Virus Pneumonia 
—5, Malaria—7, (all service connected); German 
Measles—17, Chickenpox—17, Scabies—31, Pediculo- 
sis—7, Cancer 11, Impetigo—36, Influenza—41, Intes- 
tinal Diarrheas—57, Occupational diseases—2, Fungus 
Infections—5 (3 of these are service connected). This 
contains a full report of diseases as have come to my 
attention or have been reported to me by other phy- 
Sicians and the State Board of Health. 

My Recommendations: (1) Better reporting of con- 
tazious diseases by individuals, (2) Better sewerage 
disposal facilities, (3) Better water supply and MORE 
WATER, (4) Zoning and Building Zoning Commit- 
tee, (5) Sewerage System for Town of Northumber- 
jand, (6) Twice a week rubbish and refuse collection, 
(7) Twice a year inspection by Precinct Commissioners 
as to: Fire Hazards, Rubbish disposal, and Refuse dis- 
posal. 

As a whole the Health of the Town has been Good. 
However I feel that with a little more cleanliness, bet- 
ter housing conditions and more activity of our Public 
Officials along this line much better conditions can be 
accomplished.

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REPORT ON TOWN WOODLOT 


To the Citizens of Northumberland: 

A certain parcel of land containing thirty-eight 
acres, more or less, was purchased by the Town to 
include a gravel pit which was discontinued with the 
completion of the Lost Nation Road project. After 
several years, the disposal of the lot became a con- 
troversial subject. The sum of $500 had been offered 
for the lot became a controversial subject. The sum 
of $500 had been offered for the lot. 

In 1943, through the efforts of the Selectmen of 
Northumberland, represented by Mr. I. D. Ellingwood, 
who has been an advocate of better forestry practices 
for several years, the Forest Products Association, 
Inc. purchased whatever stumpage that was suitable 
for cutting, under the supervision of a trained Fores- 
ter. 

The services of a public Forester were secured 
through the cooperation of the University of New 
Hampshire Extension Service. Trees were marked in 
advance of cutting to insure the establishment of a 
satisfactory second crop in the least possible number 
of years. 

The Town of Northumberland realized $1356.16 
from these stumpage sales upon completion of the 
operation this winter. The lot, at the present time, 
is worth approximately $500, which is more than the 
initial purchase price at the time the lot was bought. 

Results of the operations, financially, during the 
past three years are evident in the above statement. 
However, equally important is the assurance that a 
somewhat similar yield can be expected within the 
next fifteen to twenty years. The cut at this time 
was a major operation in an attempt to bring about 
a well-balanced representation of age classes of the 
remaining trees. Fine examples of the various cut:- 
ting methods are evident. Desired results are be- 
ginning to show in many of the areas. Because of 
the Selectmen’s interest in better forestry, the Town 
of Northumberland has realized a substantial financial 
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profit from this lot, and the lot is still in a good pro- 
ductive stage. 

It is recommended that no major cutting be done 
for the next five years. “Weedings,” “‘thinnings” and 
“improvement cuttings” should be carried on by 
groups of Boy Scouts, 4-H Clubs or other interested 
groups as educational projects under the supervision 
of a qualified Forester. 

In view of impending timber cutting regulations, 
the Town of Northumberland has set a precedent in 
forestry practices which any town who owns timber 
lots, as well as any individual, would do well to follow. 

The lot is open to your inspection. The County 
Forester, Lancaster, New Hampshire, would welcome 
the opportunity of showing the lot to interested per- 


sons.

8. To see if the District will vote to make any al- 
terations in the amount of money required to be as- 
sessed for the ensuing year for the support of public 
schools and the payment of the statutory obligations 
of the District; as determined by the School Board in 
its annual budget report. 

9. To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2000.00) 
for the purpose of constructing a new roof on the 
elementary school. 

10. To see if the District will elect to approve of 
the inclusion of its officers and employees (other than 
those eligible under the Teachers Retirement System) 
in the Employees Retirement System of the State of 
New Hampshire, which system is provided for by 
Chapter 27-A of the Revised Laws, as inserted by 
Chapter 183 of the Laws of 1945, and as provided by 
Chapter 201 of the Laws of 1945 and any subsequent 
amendments thereto. 
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11. If the District votes in the affirmative on the 
preceding article, to see if the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred sixty 
dollars ($260.00) for the purpose of providing funds 
for the District’s contribution to said retirement sys- 
tem for the coming year. 

12. To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of eleven hundred dollars ($1100.- 
00) as a deficiency appropriation to meet the salary 
budget of 1945-46. 

13. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the members of the Northumberland School Board: 

Teacher turnover in our schools this year reached 
35%. In the elementary school Mrs. Esther Wadleigh 
of Whitefield was secured to handle a division of the 
second grade; Miss Edith Johnson of North Stratford 
took over a group in grade III; Miss Helen McGary of 
Lancaster a section of grade IV and Miss Winona Ford 
of Plymouth also a section of the same grade. Miss 
Winifred Trask was appointed principal. In the high 
school, Mr. Roy Cascadden became headmaster, re- 
placing Norman Lafayette who went to Canton, Maine. 
Mr. Roland Wilkins of Albion, Maine was elected sub- 
master and Coach. He is a graduate of the University 
of Maine. Miss Harriet Allen, formerly of North Strat- 
ford, is teaching home economics. Miss Marion Mae 
Daley, last year in Wilton, accepted the position of 
teaching social studies in grades VII and VIII. Mrs. 
Dorothy Findsen agreed to help us out this year in 
taking over the science and health work in grades VII 
and VIII because of the teacher shortage. Mr. Chandler 
Matthews returned to his position on January 2nd after 
spending several years in the U. 8. Army. 

Several improvements: have been made this year. In 
the elementary school new report cards were intro- 
duced to standardize the grade ratings in order that 
parents would know just where their children stood. 
Permanent records of an accumulative nature are now 
being used, which will give us for the first time a de- 
tailed record of our pupils from grades I through XII. 
An elaborate testing program is under way to deter- 
mine pupil deficiencies and to make necessary adjust- 
ments. Teachers’ meetings are scheduled regularly and 
discussions held on reading, spelling, etc.—an attempt 
is being made to coordinate the work to prevent over- 
lapping of instruction and to insure continuity through 
the adortion of a definite program. 

In the high school a home room program in guidance 
has keen introduced. The purpose of this is to teach 
citizenship and personal development. Special work in 
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arithmetic and place geography is carried on to review 
these two fields of work in which many of our students 
receive no formal instruction after grade VIII. The 
moving picture projector will soon make visual edu- 
cation a part of the school program in bringing to the 
classroom vital happenings in the Atomic Age. The 
regular features. were carried on as usual. The Senior 
Play, coached by Miss Bertha Chapman, was a success. 
Miss Dorothy Morrison has supervised the publication 
of the Weekly, and the Seniorian is to be released late 
in the spring. The debaters under Miss Corey received 
some valuable training and experience in speech de- 
velopment. Assemblies are held regularly by the vari- 
ous home room groups—these give many pupils a 
chance to participate who do not take a part in other 
activities. The athletic program included girls’ basket- 
ball under Miss Harriet Allen, boys’ basketball and 
baseball under Mr. Roland Wilkins. The following pupils 
won prizes at the Lancaster Fair for excellence in 
woodworking: Ruel Hall, Gary Normandeau, Richard 
Jewell, Dean Ellingwood, and Einar Laurhammer. The 
work of the boys this year under Mr. Roger Bergeron, 
is of a high type and many of the projects put out 
would be a credit to a skilled workman. Reading tests 
were given and attempts are being made to improve 
reading difficulties. Juniors and seniors, in addition, 
took vocational interest tests which are designed to 
indicate and assist in selecting a future field of work. 

The music program has been expanded so that Mrs. 
Ruth Wentworth has high school vocal groups as well 
as supervision of the elementary school music. Mr. 
Gardner Wentworth is efficiently handling the instru- 
mental music in grades VII-XII. It is hoped that in 
another year that we can take pupils from grades V 
and VI as well. :

The results of the health examination which was made 
by W. R. Schillhammer, M. D. and assisted by Florence 
Wheeler, R. N. was as follows: underweight, 72; de- 
fective vision, 29; defective hearing, 19; defective 
teeth, 187; diseased tonsils, 84; adenoids, 20. The 
following up work, conducted by Miss Wheeler, resulted 
in eleven being treated for defective vision; eighteen 
for tonsils; nine for adenoids; two for defective hear- 
ing; fifty-seven for teeth, with eighty-two corrections. 
In addition the T. B. Patch test was given to 220 high 
school pupils. Eleven pupils reacted and X-ray tests 
showed that none of these were active. 

Ten cases of scarlet fever were reported during the 
year as well as 3 cases of mumps, 20 of pediculosis and 
6 with skin diseases. 

You will notice that item Other Obligations in the 
budget calls for about $1200 more than last year. This 
is because the State Legislature passed the Teachers’ 
Retirement Act which makes it mandatory for a school 
district to contribute toward the fund. This year it is 
to be 4% of the salaries of the seventeen members. 
This is in keeping with the practice in most states and 
makes provisions for the future security of our teach- 
ers who have rendered long and faithful service. The 
special article in the warrant extends this same privi- 
lege to our janitors, if voted on favorably. 

The repair program this year included work on the 
elementary roof, insulation of windows and the paint- 
ing of the lunchroom in the same building. The high 
school work included a celotex ceiling, fluorescent 
lighting and the painting of the study hall; the paint- 
ing of the stage; repairing of the small roof over the 
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side entrance and several minor electrical and plumbing 
jobs. Consideration should soon be given to some work 
on the hall ceilings at the elementary school as well as 
improvement in the lighting system. At the high school 
a new set of stairs will be needed as well as painting in 
the main hallways, and improvements in the lighting. 
Tests taken with the light meter show a need for 
adjusting or replacing the lights in many of our class- 
rooms. | 

The drop in registration in the public schools of this 
county during the war years was alarming. We have 
seen in our own high school the drop in the size of our 
graduating classes from forty-six in 1939 to twenty-six 
in 1945. If we are to properly equip our young people 
to meet the increasing demands of the times we must 
give them a continued education administered by well- 
trained instructors with the best equipment and teach- 
ing materials available. Dr. Francis Spaulding, former 
Dean of Harvard Graduate School, conducted a survey 
in which he gathered evidence to show that 85% of 
the students in a community become permanent resi- 
dents. Let us not forget that today’s pupils are to- 
morrow’s citizens. 

The superintendent in closing wishes to express his 
appreciation for the helpful support and cooperation of 
the school board, citizens and teachers in maintaining 
the school at a high level of efficiency under difficult 
conditions. This continued teamwork will inevitably 
result in better schools.
